37. (New) A transgenic endothelial cell comprising a vector comprising an isolated DNA 
sequence encoding a preselected protein operably linked to a promoter functional in 
human endothelial cells, which transgenic endothelial cell is prepared by introducing the 
vector into an expanded population of endothelial cells prepared by culturing, in contact 
with a collagen I-coated surface, buffy coat cells obtained from peripheral mammalian 
blood in the presence of a cell culture medium containing an effective amount of vascular 
endothelial growth factor (VEGF), and which medium is free of bovine brain extract. 

38. (New) The transgenic endothelial cell of claim 37 wherein the DNA sequence encodes a 
Factor VEH protein. 



39. (New) The transgenic endothelial cell of claim 37 wherein the DNA sequence comprises 
SEQ ID NO: 1 or SEQ ID NO:2. 
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
